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Ten injured in 
Route 93 crash

WILMINGTON - A van filled 
with ten passengers was forced 
off the northbound lane of 
Route 93 on Monday by another 
vehicle that allegedly tried to 
cut into its path. 

The accident, which shut traf- 
fic down for a little more than 
an hour in both directions on 
the highway, occurred just a lit- 
tle north of exit 38 in 
Wilmington at approximately 
2:40 p.m. 

According to State Trooper 
John Costa, the Dodge Ram 
Wagon Van was carrying ten 
individuals from Dorchester, 
Massachusetts, when another 
vehicle crossed into its lane 
and forced it onto the grassy 
median. The operator of the 
van lost control, causing the 
van to rotate and hit the metal 
guardrail with its rear end. 
The van rotated once more and 
stopped facing the northeast. 

Upon impact, five of the eight 
people in the back of the van 
were ejected onto the south- 
bound lane of Route 93. 

At press time, the state police 
were still investigating the 
accident. The operator of the 
car that cut into the van’s lane 
has not yet been identified, but 
witnesses have assisted author- 
ities with their accounts of 
what happened. 

The driver of the van and the 
passenger in its front seat were 
able to. walk away from the 


accident with only sori wit 
bozece 

The eight passengers in the 
back needed much more atten- 
tion. 

Four of them were taken ny 
ambulance to the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, where three were list- 
ed at press time in stable con- 
dition and one was categorized. 
as critical. ; 

Two of the victims were taken: 
by helicopter to the Boston City: 
Memorial Hospital, where both- 
were listed as stable. : 

The final two passengers were 
taken by ambulance to the 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington,. 
where they too were listed in: 
stable condition. 

According to Trooper Costa, 
speed was not a factor in the 
accident. Seatbelts, however, 
made a difference. 

Both the driver and the par 
senger in the front of the van: 
wore seatbelts. Three of the 
passengers in the back were 
buckled in as well. The five 
who were ejected onto Route 93, 
South, however, were not wear- 
ing their seatbelts at the time, 
of the accident. 

“Neglecting to use their seat- 
belts was the biggest contribu- 
tor to their injuries,” Costa 
states. 

The Wilmington Fire and 
Police Departments assisted 
state authorities at the scene. 


Xpedx strike heats up 


Death threats, vandalism alleged

WILMINGTON - As the strike 
at Xpedx continues on Main 
Street, more individuals and 
local businesses have found 
themselves the objects of the 
Teamsters’ attention. 

Employees of Uptown Deli, 
for instance, are accosted by 
picketers and shouts of “scab 
deli” when their van pulls into 
the Xpedx property to deliver 
some food. According to the log 
kept by the Wilmington Police 
Department, the tire of a deliv- 
ery van at Uptown Deli was 
slashed on October 27, 20 min- 
utes after a delivery was made 
to Xpedx. 

As reported last week, Uptown 
Deli, which is located in North 
Wilmington, received a call 
from a gentleman who claimed 
to be on the picket line and 
warned management to stop 
delivering food to Xpedx 
employees who continue to 
work. If the deli chose to con- 
tinue delivering to Xpedx, the 
caller said, upwards of 150 
Teamsters would u beg picket- 


In a new twist to the story, a 
resident who lives next to 
Xpedx has, according to police 
logs, received at least three 
phone calls in which death 
threats were made. According 
to the log, the caller did not 
speak of any association with 
the Teamsters or Xpedx, but 
the threats were made shortly 
after a dispute between the res- 
ident and strikers who stood on 
his property and used foul lan- 
guage. 

The three calls were made 
from payphones at the Royal 
Dynasty on Lowell Street, 
Richdale’s Convenience in 
Billerica, and a Shell gas sta- 
tion in Melrose. 

Authorities in Worcester are 
currently investigating the 
torching of a car that had been 
used by an Xpedx security 
guard. 

Local police were called to a 
business on Industrial Way 
when Teamsters began picket- 
ing its establishment because it 
accepts deliveries from Xpedx 
trucks. 

Jim Wilson, the Business 


Agent for Teamsters Local 25, 
states that strikers are receiv- 
ing much support from others 
in the community. 

“We're asking people to honor 
our picket line,” Wilson states, 
“That includes any vendors, 
contractors, anyone doing any 


out to the picketers. Brothers 
Pizza, Wilson states, is deliver- 
ing free pizzas to the line and 
the Shell gas station is allowing 
the picketers to park there. 
“People in the community are 
bringing us baked goods,” 
Wilson states. “You have to 
remember that many of these 
workers live in this community 
and coach sports to the youth of 
the community. Xpedx is a 
multi-billion dollar corporation 
putting them out on the street.” 
According to Wilson, negotia- 
tions have been ongoing for 18 
months and the union has filed 
several charges against Xpedx, 
including surface bargaining,

In last month’s column, I 
mentioned that it had been 
very quiet around our feeders 
here in North Wilmington. The 
reason for the slow start was, 
and still is, a) that there is still 
an abundance of natural food 
around, and b) we have not yet 
had a real cold snap through 
early November. If you think 
that the birds have deserted 
your back yard, be patient. 
They'll be back later this 
month and into early 
December. They are out there - 
they just don’t need you yet. 

In our yard, about 90 percent 
of the regular visitors are cur- 
rently made up of six species. 
This short list includes chick- 
adees, tufted titmice, white- 
breasted nuthatches, downy 
woodpeckers, English spar- 
rows, and goldfinches. Most of 
the day, it is very quiet around 
our three feeders. At the end of 
this column I'll start our annu- 
al species census: 

We all know the benefit of 
buying in bulk. (It’s cheaper!) 
Such is the case with bird seed. 
You can purchase your black 
oil sunflower seed at most 
supermarkets for around 50 
cents a pound in five-pound 
bags. If you have just one feed- 
er in your yard, this may not be 
a major expense.

effect for the fore- 
seeable future. I 
don’t think you'll 

find a better price 
than this in Massachusetts or 
New Hampshire. If you do, 
please let me know. 

As I have mentioned in the 
past, it is not a good idea to fill 
your bird feeders with mixed 
seed. Just about all of our win- 
ter birds are not partial to the 
tiny milo and millet seeds 
which make up the bulk of the 
mixed seed. (Sparrows will 
take the mixed seed, if you are 
partial to sparrows.) Our “reg- 
ulars,” the chickadees, titmice, 
finches, nuthatches, woodpeck- 
ers, and so on, will kick out the 
milo and millet seeds as they 
search for the few sunflower 
seeds in the mix. These small 
seeds attract rodents to the 
area, especially squirrels. We 
keep these sunflower feeders 
active with sunflower seed, 
along with two suet feeders. 
This, along with occasional 
bread scraps for the ground 
feeders (juncos and mourning 
doves) are quite sufficient, 
right through winter. 

The phone has not begun to 
bring many “bird” calls yet, but 
they will follow soon, I’m sure. 
I did receive a call from Mary

Jo Nispel of Worthen Place‘in 
Tewksbury two weeks ago. 
Mary Jo is a newcomer to dur 
area and is not yet familiar 
with our mix of resident birds. 
She has a small pond behihid 
her house. Mary Jo spotted 
what she described as the 
biggest bird (this side of ‘an 
ostrich) she’s ever seen, walk- 
ing along the edge of the poi 
She said this bird, nearly four 
feet tall, appeared to be h 
ing. From her description, it 
soon became clear that her vis- 
itor was a great blue hergn, 
stalking frogs or small fish. 
This blue-gray heron, very 
common down south, especially 
in Florida, appears to he 
expanding its range northward 
over the last dozen or so years, 
possibly due in part to an ot 
ing warming trend here 
northeast. 

One more time - get thie 
suet feeders up! You are, 
‘ously shortchanging yourself in 
terms of additional winged vis- 
itors if you do not put out béef 
suet. Market Basket usually 
sells good quality suet at a re 
sonable price. 

Here is a list of the birds jwe 
are seeing now in our 
Wilmington yard. In no special 
order: chickadee; titmice; gold 
finch; house finch; downy 
woodpecker; hairy woodpecktt; 
white-breasted nuthatch; bliie 
jay; English sparrow; mourn- 
ing dove; starling; and a red- 
bellied woodpecker (a single 
immature male).

Firefighters who are unable 
to participate in fire suppres- 
sion activities, due to injury, 
but are deemed able to perform 
other duties will be assigned to 
perform administrative tasks, 
work with schools, perform fire 
prevention activities, and so on.

that we need to be worried 
about, is there away to get the 
contamination out of there, and 
are there health risks related to 
exposures?” Pyott stated. 

Regarding the first of the 
three questions, the DEP has 
samples currently undergoing 
high resolution mass spectrom- 
etry at the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s (EPA) 
state-of-the-art lab in Las 
Vegas. Pyott warned, however, 
that there is no way to test for 
everything, no matter how 
advanced the testing equip- 
ment. 

“There are approximately 
87,000 chemicals known to man, 
and there is no technique avail- 
able to look for all 87,000,” 
Pyott explained. 

Olin has identified roughly 350 
chemicals that were stored, 
used, or disposed on the site. 

As for whether there is any 
way to rid the area of contami- 
nation, Pyott stated that Olin 
proposed a treatability study to 
determine whether contaminat- 
ed water can be treated and 
used. The DEP maintains, 
however, that only the Town of 
Wilmington may present that 


proposal. 

The DEP has brought in the 
Agency of Toxic Substance & 
Disease Registry (ATSDR) to 
do an evaluation to answer the 
question regarding health risks 
related to exposure. A report 
on the matter is expected to be 
available by the end of this cal- 
endar year. 

Residents had many ques- 
tions, not the least of which 
concerned whether Wilmington 
residents had consumed NDMA 
prior to its detection. 

“I can’t say for sure, but like- 
ly for quite a few year’,” Pyott 
stated. 


Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull pointed out that 
the wells in Wilmington in 
which NDMA were found had 
been inactive for a period of 
time prior to the identification 
of the chemical. 

Pyott stated that ATSDR is 
exploring whether NDMA has 
caused problems health-wise 
and stressed that heavier con- 
centrations of NDMA are found 
in numerous sources, such as 
beer, cigarettes, cured meats, 
cheese, and others. 

In 1990 Olin performed tests 


+ in 52 areas of the site, though 


not in drinking water, and 
found traces of NDMA in only 
two of those areas and found 1 
or 2 parts per billion in those 
areas. At that time standards 
allowed for the existence of no 
more that 10 parts per billion. 
Testing technology of the time 
was not able to detect concen- 
trations in the trillions, but 
only in the billions. 

Kathleen Barry, the President 
of the Concerned Citizens 
Network (CCN), pointed out 
that the translation of 1 or 2 
parts per billion of NDMA 
equals 1,000 to 2,000 parts per 
trillion of NDMA. Current 
guidelines limit NDMA exis- 
tence to 10 parts per trillion of 
NDMA for drinking water. 

Pyott pointed out again that 
those results did not come from 
the drinking water.

“No drinking water standards 
existed for NDMA in 1990, and 
it was found in only two loca- 
tions, and only at 1 or 2 parts 
per billion, which was far below 
the reporting limit at the time,” 
Pyott stated. 

Barry questioned Pyott and 
Johnson on a list of diserepan- 
cies between recommendations 
by the EPA and the DEP. Pyoft 
attributed it to the wealth of 
information on the subject 
being disseminated to EPA 
incorrectly. He stated that the 
situation is being addressed. 

“I have Mount Everest of 
information, and I have to edu- 
cate the EPA folks and get 
them what they need to make 
decisions without overwhelm- 
ing them with information,” 
Pyott explained. “That was the 
reason why they didn’t see that 
there was sufficient data to 
make decisions.” 

Pyott assured Barry that the 
EPA now has the appropriate 
information and will supply 
written comments. 

Resident Debbie Duggan held 
a 1990 report of the site and 
charged that the area is still in 
the same state that it was in 
back then. She called for the 
testing of private wells in the. 
area, especially in the region of. 
Cook Avenue. 

“I would like to make sure’ 
these migrations are not going 
to the private homes,” Duggan 
stated. 

Hanley told her that Olin has 
agreed to pay for the testing af 
private wells in the area and. 
has made multiple offers, but 
that very few residents have 
taken advantage of it. 

“In 1990 we tested those pri- 
vate wells and found no risk, 
and then we went back on an 
annual basis and asked people 
if they wanted their wells sam- 
pled,” stated Olin representa- 
tive Steven Morrow. 

Pyott was later asked if the 
DEP could devote more people 
to this site. 

“The Northeast Regional 
office of the DEP has devoted 
more attention to this case than 
any other site that it has,” 
Johnson stated, “We don’t have 
more people that we can throw 
at it, so we are bringing in 
more resources with the help of 
two more EPA offices.” 

Johnson lamented with the 
residents the length of time it 
takes to clean up contaminated 
sites, but he reminded them 
that the DEP was formed as 
recently as the 1980s. He com- 
mended the town on hiring its 
own consultant, GEO Insights, 
to contribute to the resolution. 

Hanley outlined the activities 
scheduled for 2004, including 
the Annual Inductance 
Logging, Completion of NDMA 
Immediate Response Actions, 
Supplemental Phase II related 
to NDMA (Part 2 if 
Necessary), which entails the 
evaluation of in-situ formation 
of NDMA and evaluation of 
treatability of NDMA, Further 
COC Evaluation pending the 
completion of EPA assessment, 
and ongoing PIP activities. 

Each of the 5 study areas will 
have additional response 
actions.

After qualifying for the 

Division 2 North sectional tour- 
nament for the first time since 
1999, the Wilmington Girls'

Wilmington may have been 
the stronger team, dominating 
the time of possession and 
offensive opportunities, but in 
the end, it was Saugus advane- 
ing to play North Andover on 
the strength of Division 2 lead- 
ing goal scorer Ashley Pizanni 
converting yet again this sea- 
son. 

"I think [the loss] was really 
frustrating for a lot of us 
because I think we had the 
upperhand for most of the 
game, and we were the more 
skilled team,” said senior 
Meredith Bransfield. “In the 
end things didn't end up going 
our way.” 

‘To be sure, this game should 
have belonged to Wilmington, 
who clearly dominated the first 
half, but failed to score. 
Twenty-five minutes before the 
half ended, it appeared that 
Saugus had played spoiler, pick- 
ing up the go-ahead goal, but 
the refs reversed the call after 
determining that the shot was 
made outside the circle.

NEWBURYPORT - Without

has registered 1,925 yards on 
the ground through seven 
games. That results in an aver- 
age of 24lrushing yards per 
game which is very impressive 
to say the least.

As he spoke about his dealings 
as a coach, the word “tough- 
ness” was scribbled on a chalk- 
board behind DeLucia. He 
talked about mental toughness 
and how it relates to the team 
he currently coaches. 

“This particular team is very, 
very mentally tough. You can’t 
go 1-7 and still have all 30 kids 
come to practice every week 
like we do. It is probably the 
hardest part of football, is the 
mental part of it. It's so hard 
for a first-year freshman 
because of all the stuff he has 
to deal with,” he explained. 

On a team in a sport where 
mental toughness and attitude 
are so important, DeLucia 
praises fellow freshmen coach 
Pat Finn for keeping the atmos- 


million dollar complex. But 
that’s what happened. Because 
of supply and demand. People 
ask for sports, they get sports. 

This demand has grown 
immensely. Take teenage phe- 
nomenon Lebron James. One 
day, Sportscenter shows some 
highlights of a kid from Ohio 
dominating the court. Now, that 
kid has signed a 90 million dol- 
lar contract with Nike, drives a 
Hummer, been a number one 
draft pick and is hailed as the 
next Michael Jordan. And he’s 
not even 20 yet. 

Look at the economy. 
Computer games of all sorts 
find their way off shelves and 
into every household. People 
flock for autographs and other 
memorabilia. Look at the 
Barry Bonds 73rd homerun 
ball. It got sold for, what, five 
million bucks? That's a lot of 
cash for a ball that probably 
cost a dollar to buy in the first 
place.

He sees a kid who's down 
and picks them back up by, you 
know, fooling around with them 
or making a joke with them. 
Just try to break up the tension 
and keep them upbeat and 
Coach Finn is great at doing 
that.” 

A positive, easygoing atmos- 
phere is important and 
DeLucia says that he wants 
football games and practices to 
“break up the monotony” for 
the kids. So long as the kids try 
hard and play tough, he will 
always be happy with them. As 
he has said before, he would 
never want to coach another 
team. 

DeLucia’s understanding of 
the stress and mentality 
involved in football goes back 
to the days when he played in 
high school. Although the men- 
tal toughness that he now 
stresses he possessed back 
than, he says that the kids 
today have more athletic abili- 
ty than ten years ago. Talking 
about playing back then, he 
said: “It was different, not nec- 
essarily good or bad, in respect 
where the way the offense 
would be run and the way the 
defense would be run was dif- 
ferent so the approach to how 
you did things was different.” 

DeLucia also pointed out that 
Wilmington is now in the 
Division IV Cape Ann League, 
whereas, when he played, they

less than nineteen minutes, and 
has grown into the role of team 
captain — a position she will 
likely hold for the next two 
years until graduation. 

“I didn’t expect to do as good 
as I did,” said Faro. “But I 
knew if I worked hard I could 
really (improve).” 

The hard work began with 
physical therapy for a balky 
knee. Rather than risk a season 
ending injury down the line, 
she took proactive steps to pro- 
tect her knee, which forced her 
to stop running from the begin- 
ning of June until mid July. 

She first noticed the knee 
problem towards the end of out- 
door track season, and immedi- 
ately sought treatment. She 
strengthened the knee through 
stationary exercises and weight 
training. 

“I wanted to do something 
(over the summer),” said Faro. 
“I didn’t want to drop off the 
team in midseason (due to 
injury).” 

She resumed running on July 
15, starting with three mile 
runs, and working her way 
back to running up to six miles, 
six days per week. By the time 
the Austin Prep team recon- 
vened for captain’s practices on 
August 25, Faro was back in top 
form. 

“I trained all summer, I was

really motivated going into this 
season,” said Faro. “I basically 
worked my butt off.” 

Over the weekend, Faro fin- 
ished 43rd out of 185 runners at 
the State Coaches Invitational 
Meet at Franklin Park in 
Boston. Competing in unsea- 
sonably warm temperatures 
that shot as high as 76 degrees, 
Faro finished in a time of just 
over 23 minutes. 

“I didn’t run my best time,” 
said Faro, who clocked a time 
of 22:45 on the same course the 
week before in the Central 
Catholic League champi- 
onships. 

Her best performance of the 
season came on Austin Prep's 
home course, similar in nature 
to the Franklin Park course, 
where she ran a best time of 
18:36. 

“It was a huge accomplish- 
ment, I didn’t expect to (finish 
in) under 19 minutes this sea- 
son,” said Faro. “Next season 
my goal is to finish under 
18:30,” 

Faro started running in sixth 
grade because, in her words, it 
sounded like something that 
would be fun and easy. But on 
her first day of practice, she 
had difficulty completing the 
team’s initial two mile jog. 

“It turned out to be harder 
than I thought,” said Faro. “I 


was barely able to make’ it 
through first mile, now I’m the 
one trying to coach people 
through it.” 

She learned a lot from ped 
ous captains, particularly ‘ih 
terms of motivation: You cant 
win a race if you don’t traip 
hard. 

“(Running cross countibp 
takes a lot of work, you havesto 
push yourself, and you have to 
have motivation,” said Faro. “It 
(also) has to be something you 
enjoy, if not you shouldn't even 
be on team.” 

Faro will conclude her cross 
country season this weekend‘ih 
the state qualifier at Frankli 
Park, after which she will focus 
on the indoor and then outdoor 
track seasons, where she pri- 
marily runs the one and two 
mile events. 

While she enjoys the crowgs, 
and the excitement, of track 
meets, she considers herself, a 
cross country runner first and 
foremost. 

“I enjoy cross country more,” 
said Faro. “I have morp 
endurance, and I'd rather rah 
four miles instead of a mile.”

It is not just common sense; 
it is the law that drivers in 
Massachusetts must make way 
when a police, fire or ambu- 
lance vehicle responding with 
the proper signals to an emer- 
gency situation approaches 
them from any direction. 
However, the drivers of those 
vehicles are taught that they 
have a privilege not a right to 
exceed speed limits and run red 
lights, 

-Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 89 Section 7a 
explicitly state the actions that 
should be taken by drivers of 
vehicles that are being 
approached from the frontside 
or rear by an emergency vehi- 
cle responding to an emergency 
or.an alarm. Just as important- 
ly, Section 7b also spells out the 
precautions that need to be 
taken by the driver of the desig- 
nated emergency vehicle. 

State Police spokesperson 
Trooper David Parsons said, 
“In short the law states that the 
operator of any emergency 
yehicle is subject to the laws 
and is required to follow the 
rules.” 

According to Trooper 
Parsons, police, fire and ambu- 
lance personnel are allowed to

ing. In other words the emer- 
gency vehicle must come to a 
full stop while the lights are 
flashing, unless otherwise 
directed by a police officer or 
the driver of the vehicle. 

Chapter 90 also designates 
which vehicles are allowed to 
use flashing red or blue lights. 
Parsons explained that general- 
ly the blue lights will be found 
on police vehicles and red lights 
will be found on fire vehicles 
and ambulances. 

In certain cases, volunteer 
firefighters, and fire chaplains 
are issued permits to display a 
red light on private vehicles 
when used in response to an 
emergency. College and rail- 
road police vehicles, when the 
officers are properly appointed 
as special police state police 
officers, are also allowed to use 
blue lights in response to an 
emergency. 

Under the appropriate gen- 
eral laws, tow trucks and other 
emergency type vehicles, such 
as utility vehicles, are not 
allowed to use red or blue lights. 
The yellow lights they display 
do not allow them any special 
consideration regarding speed 
or operation in an intersection 

According to Parsons, the 
difference is the training that 


drive in excess of explicit speed 
limits while “...exercising cau- 
tion and due regard of the safe- 
ty of persons or property.” 

The emergency vehicle dri- 
vers must be cognizant of all

The new digital technology 
has made significant improve- 
ments in the hearing aid indus- 
try. Most hearing aids are now 
equipped with a computer chip 
to process speech sounds more 
distinctly. Due to digital tech- 
nology, the hearing aid 
response can be adapted to the 
individual’s hearing loss. Also, 
the hearing aids are able to 
transmit a clearer signal to the 
wearer. 

Unfortunately, only about 1 
in 5 (22.2%) who could benefit 
from hearing aids have them. 
Many people deny the need for 
hearing aids. Many people 
assume that hearing loss is a 
sign of aging. About one-third 
of the hearing impaired popula- 
tion is between the ages 25 - 54. 
Hearing loss is not just due to 
aging. Some “baby boomers” 
have hearing loss due to expo- 
sure to loud “rock and roll” 
music. 

In the 25- 54 age range, there 
are many people who have 
hearing loss, who are not 
aware of the loss, or are deny- 
ing the loss of hearing. Some 
“baby boomers” think wearing 
hearing aids makes them look 

“old”. However, today the com- 
pletely-in-the-canal hearing 
aids are available for mild to 
moderate hearing losses. 
These hearing aids are very 
tiny and inconspicuous.

In many com- 
thunities, such as Reading and 
Wakefield, the local fire depart- 
Tents are providing 12-hour 
refresher courses, supervised 
by Academy personnel, as part 
of the in-house training of each 


firefighter. 

Wakefield Fire Chief David 
Parr said, “This is a hot topic 
right now. There are new pro- 
grams to train the firefighters 
to operators of emergency vehi- 
cles.” 

Part of the problem is that 
firefighters are driving vehicles 
that weigh from 10,000 pounds 
(a fully loaded ambulance) to 
well over 40,000 pounds with 
ladder and tower trucks. In the 
private sector, drivers of vehi- 
cles of this size are required to 
have a Commercial Drivers 
License and must receive train- 
ing and pass a test before 
receiving that license. 

Private ambulance compa- 
nies provide their own training. 
In the Middlesex East area,

Action Ambulance covers most 
of the cities and towns either as 
the primary emergency med- 
ical /advanced life support 
server or as a back-up service 
to the local fire department. 

Action Ambulance Safety 
and Risk Manager Derick 
Aumann said his drivers 
receive training through a 
hybrid of the Smith System 
taught to drivers seeking com- 
mercial driver's licenses and 
the National Safety Council's 
Certified .Emergency Vehicle 
Operator (CEVO) course. 

According to Aumann, the 
reason for merging the two 
courses is the Smith Training 
provides the classroom work 
and theory while the CEVO pro- 
vides the hands-on training. 

“We instruct our operators 
that there is no such thing as 
right (when it comes to operat- 
ing on the roads. They are 
given a privilege. 

“The lights and sirens are 
more attention getters than 
traffic movers,” Aumann said. 

None of the Action 
Emergency Medical 
Technicians or their Para- 
Medies are hired before they go 
through a strict review of their 
driving records. After being 
hired they go through 12 four- 
hour classes followed by a 30- 
day period of average driving 
without a patient. 

Next is a period of time, 
determined by abilities of the 
driver, where the trainee is 
allowed to drive the vehicle 
with a patient in a non-emer-

gency situation. 

Once it has been determined 
that the EMT can handle the 
10,000 pound ambulance and its 
108-foot wheel-base, is that per- 
son certified to drive in an 
emergency situation. 

Under Aumann’s tutelage, 
the drivers are taught to come 
to a full stop and make 360 
degrees of eye contact when 
they enter an intersection. 

“We encounter our largest 
intersection problems with dri- 
vers coming from the rear,” 
Aumann said. 

He explained that too many 
drivers, approaching from the 
rear of an emergency vehicle, 
will attempt to pass it instead 
of giving way as called for in 
Chapter 89. Section 7 states: 
“The members and apparatus 
of a fire department while 
going to a fire or responding to 
an alarm, police patrol vehicles 
and ambulances, and ambu- 
lances on a call for the purpose 
of hospitalizing a sick or 
injured person shall have the 
right of way through any street, 
way, lane or alley. Whoever 
willfully obstructs or retards 
the passage of any of the fore- 
going in the exercise of such 
right shall be punished by a 
fine of fifty dollars or by 
imprisonment for not more 
than three months for the first 
offense and by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment for up to 
one year for a second and sub- 
sequent offenses; provided, 
however, that for a third or sub- 
sequent offense the court or the 
registry of motor vehicles, in 
addition to any such fine or 
imprisonment, may suspend 
the license of the person so con- 
victed and may order mandato- 
ry classroom retraining in 
motor vehicle and traffic laws.” 

According to Aumann, his 
company’s training program 
has been so successful, Action 
Ambulance has been rewarded 
by their insurance carrier with 
lower premiums. 

Reading Police Chief Robert 
Silva also notes some success 
in that community. He notes 
the community has not been 
involved in a “hot pursuit” in 


several months. According to 
the Chief, officers in his 
department must follow strict 
regulations before taking part 
in a chase, 

These include calling into 
the dispatcher, if they are in 
pursuit and describing the rea- 
son for the pursuit, the road 
conditions, weather conditions 
and number of people in the 
car, The officer in charge of the 
shift will then make the deci- 
sion on whether to allow the 
chase. 

Once again Chapter 90 laws 
must be obeyed as to intersec- 
tions. The speed of the chase is 
determined by the weather and 
traffic conditions. 

In Reading, as in most of 
the Middlesex East communi- 
ties, the Opticom device manu- 
factured by the 3M Company 
has been installed.
